Nearly 900 persons were in attendance on the 
Canal Convention which met in Rock Island 
yesterday. On the recommendation of the 
Committee on Oredentials, all persona pres- 
ent interested in the subject before the 
body were admitted as delegates. Mr. J. M. 
Allen was chosen President. Ex.-Lieut.-Gov. 
Bross, of this city, addressed the Convention at 
length in favor of the Rock Island & Hennepin 
Canal, and made a thorough review of the 
transportation question and the needs 
of the Weat for an adequate outlet for its pro- 
duce. The resolutions of the Convention, while 
particularly asserting the benefiie of the 
proposed canal, are favorable to other 
practicable transportation routes by water, 
and recommend the improvement of the 
mouth of the Mississippi.

THE $44,000,000 BILL. 
The House of Representatives, after four 
months of deliberation and debate, have acted 
on the question of inflating the currency. They 


| bave fixed the sum of $400,000,000 as the max- 


imum amount of legal-tenders. It will be 
remembered that in former act of Congress 
authorizing the issue of legal-tenders the na- 
tional faith was pledged that the amount should 
never @xceed 6400, 000. 000. In 1866, Congress 
authoriged the Secretary of the Treasury to 
redeem and cancel these notes at a rate not ex- 
ceeding $4,000,000 a month, and, under that law, 
Secretary McCulloch redeemed and canceled $44, - 
000,000, leaving outstanding $356,000,000. whe 
circulation remained at that amount until 1872, 


when Sécretary Boutwell allowed himself to be | 
| persuaded that the $44,000,000 was a “ reserve 


fund,” ami was induced to deposit several mill- 
ions of it in the New York banks to‘wave a lot of 
speculators from deserved bankruptcy. Ip 
a short time he ‘withdrew this cer 
issue, but last fall Secretary Richard 
gon again issued it, and a this .time 
and for some weeks back the amount outstand- 
ing has been about 382. 000, 000. The House 
Hus now legalized this reissue of the notes paid 
off and canceled seven years ago, but has re- 
peated the declaration that the issue shail never 
exceed $400,000,000. So the matter stands pre- 
cisely where it did twelve years ago. 

Nevertheless, the act is one of inflation, so far 
as it goes. It will be accepted by the world as an 
act unprecedented in the history of Governments. 
There is no example of a nation in time of pro- 
found peace, in the midst of general prosperity. 
free from internal dissension and external men- 
ace, resorting to a forced loan of $44,000,000. 
This issue of irredeemable paper, in the absence 
of any national danger, peril, or necessity, will 
stand in history as a perpetual reproach to the 
intelligence and patriotism of the Congress that 
authorised it. And, after all, the result at- 
tained is not worth the trouble taken to reach 
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in this State, have taken hold of the temperance 
business in a scientific manner. Instead of pray- 
ing in saloons and on muddy sidewalks, and 
leaving the result to Divine Providence, they 
have gone to work themselves, and have virtual- 
ly suppressed intemperance in midst by or- 
ganizing public opinion against it, and forcing 
the rumseller to closé his business by arraying 
the sentiment of the community against him in 
euch a manner that his business became unppof- 
itable. They commenced operations by filling 
a vacancy in the Board of Village Trustees with 
a strong temperance man. The election show- 
ing that a majority ef the voters were on their 
side, they todk fresh courige and in- 
stituted a vigorous campaign. 4 peti- 
tion was placed in the hands of the 
prominent business men, asking them not to 
employ any one who was addicted to drinking, 
and this was very generally signed, Then they 
circulated a petition among the young ladies of 
the town, pledging them not to réceive the at- 
tentions of young .men who ted 
saloons, and the village girls very readily 

it. Having fixed these three points,—that is, 
securing a Trustee who would insist upon the 
enforcement of the laws, debarring saloon- 
trequenters from obtaining work, and cutting 
the same class off from the prospect of having 
wives and children to abuse, they next moved 
en masse upon the saloons, not with prayers 
and palma, but with entreaties to saloon- 
keepers to close up their business, and, with the 
moral effect of their presence in the saloons, to 
were kept away in this manner, and the business 
of the rum-shops perceptibly decreased. This 
euraged the rumsellers, and shortly led to per- 
sonal vidlence. ‘Their next move was to hold 
large temperance meetings, and st the same 
time to bring suits against the saloon-keepers. 
As fast as the saloons close, the suits are with- 
drawn, and the prospects now are that the ladies 
will not have to complete any of their suits, and 
that the entire business will be broken up mm a 
véry short time. The latest move of the ladies 
is an emineytly wie one. If the saloon is abol- 
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ished, something else must take ite place. Very | 


few men we #0.depraved that they go 
to the galoon with the . deliberate purpose 
of getting drunk. They go there because they 
meet congenial spirits and for recreation, and 
to pass away time which is hanging heavily upon 
their bands. There must be some place pro- 
vided, therefore, where men can find the recrea- 
tion and means of passing away time pleasurably 
which they find at thesaloous. The first move 
of the ladies in this Girection is an effort to 
establish a library and readipg-room, and this 
has so far advanced thet it isa certanaty. Har- 
ing established these resorts, others will follow. 
This is the English plan of dealing with intem- 
perance. The most effective measures in En- 
gland to counteract ‘the ‘imfluence of ‘the 
liquor shops and houses have 
been public houses upon temperance 
principles, where the workingmen can congre-

The sectual inflation 
($16,000,000) will hardly exceed the ordi- 
nary average currency balance kept in the 
Treasury. The increased issue will be buts 
drop in the inflation bucket, and, while it will 
serve to exasperate all those who know that 
wealth cannot be created by multiplying bits of 
paper, and that injustice is sure to be committed, 
it will not satisfy the other side. So that, after 
all the labor, the House has resolved to impair 
the national credit by making a forced loan in 
time of peace, and yet has done nothing to 
appease the appetite of those who want to pay 
50 cents on the dollar, and hae done this in direct 
violation of the platform of the dominant party. 
While the action of the House is to be greatly 
regretted, the country perhaps has reason to be 
thankful that the action was no worse.

in England, the inducements are so increased 
that the saloon stands little chance of patronage 
except from the hopelessly besotted. 

In contradistinction to this rational method 
of dealing with intemperance, end supplying 
something else in ite place, let us look for a 
moment at the result which has been achieved 
by the temperance movement as conducted by 
what are known as the praying bands of women, 
who mass all their efforte upon the effect of 
prayer and psalm. The centre of this kind of ef- 
fort has been the State of Ohio. It has prevailed 
to some extent in Indiana, Kentucky, Mlinois, 
and Iowa, but in these States there has been no 
thoroughly organized and concerted movement. 
In Ohio it has been fairly tested, and the later 
evidence goes to show that the praying bands 
are plowing a sea which closes up behind them. 
In Columbus there are 400 places where liquoris 
sold, and, after seven weeks’ incessant praying. 
half-a-dozen low dives and one billiard-hall 
have succumbed. The unprofitable dens 
yielded, and the profitable ones are do- 
ing rather more, business than ever, 
and the praying bands are daily diminishing 
At Morrow, Where most of the dog- 
geries yielded, Oincinnati firms are making 
arrangements to open new places next week, 
while those which did not yield are doing more 
business than ever, At Circleville, liquor can- 
not be bought by the glass, but it can be bought 
by the bottle all over. town. At Xenia, the re- 
sult ig the same. From every quarter comes 
the same report. There are bat two townsin 
the whole State in which all the saloons were 
closed, and in those two intemperance still pre- 
vails. To any one who has looked beyond the ex- 
citements of the moment, this result will not be
